The prices of petrol, diesel oil, 
domestic cooking gas, fuel oil, and 
kerosene all wenc up by between 
10 and 140 per cent from mid- 
night lest night in accordance 
with a decision of the Ministerial 
Economie Committee last night. 
The decision had been approved 
by the Knesset Finance Commit- 
tee, but was held back until 
the Finance Minister felt the time 
was right to announce it. 

‘The increase in the price all types 
of petrol and ofl ds not a form of 
taxation, but is merely intended to 
bring the prices in Israel into line 
with workl market pricea which 
heve risen in the past year, Mr. 
Moshe ‘Neudorfer, Director of the 
Internal Revenue Department of the 
Treasury, told reporters last night. 

He stated categorically that “we 
frve no plans to raise any taxes 
before the end of the current fiscal 
year, contrary to all the rumours 
and stories in the newspapers.”

BARNARD COMPLETES 
HEART-LUNG TRANSPLANT 


CAPE TOWN (UPI). — Dr. Chris- 
tiaan and a team of sur- 
geons yesterday transplanted a heart 
and two lungs into a Sil-year-old 
men In an attempt at the first 
successful operation of its kind. 

Groote Schuur Hospital said in a 
bulletin that the surgery was com- 
Pleted “without complications” in six 
hours and that “at the moment both 
heart and longs are functioning 
πο ἦν 
Combined heart-lung transplants 
have been tried only three tmes 
before in the world, and in each 
case the patient died of complica- 
tions within a few days, medical 
experts seid. : 

‘Neither the Barnard team, which 
conducted the first successful heart 
transplant operation nearly four 
years ago, nor the hospital would 
identify the patient, but medical 
sources said he was probably Adrian 
Herbert, a ‘il-year-old Coloured man. 
The Barnard team has put Mr. 
®erbert through a series of tests 
within the past month. 

The sources said that Herbert had 
@ serious lung ailment which in 
turn had weakened his heart and 
that he has been kept alive with 
oxygen fed into his respiratory 
system by constant artificial reapi- 
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Herbert had been advised that 
he was being considered 88 a re- 
eipient for Barnard’s seventh heart 
and first lung transplant operation 
and had given iis consent, hospital 
sources said. : 

They added Herbert had asked 
for a heart transplant two years 
ago but was turned down at the 
time. 

‘Groote Schuur medical experts 
said the performance of a com- 
bined ‘heart-lung transplant was 
technically no more difficult than 
that for a heart alone. 

The danger, they said, lay in 
possible complications. 

The most critical period is the 
two weeks following surgery, when 
the patient's resistance to infection 
ja minimal, This ts because drugs 
must be administered to lower the 
human body’s natural resistance to 
foreign bodies,

Question of successor 
to Tubman is 


still not settled ᾿ 


LONDON. — A British Air Force 
VC-10 carrying the body of Presi- 
dent Tubman of Liberia left Lon- 
don’s Heathrow Airport yesterday 
for the Liberian capital of Monro- 
via, where the dead president will 
be given a state funeral. 

The British Foreign Secretary, Sir 
Alec Douglas-Home, was at the air- 
field as the President’s body was 
placed aboard the aircraft, put at 
the Liberian Government's disposal 
by Britain. 

A band of Guards escorted the 
cortege. About 50 people boarded 
the jet aircraft for Monrovia, in- 
cluding the President’s widow, Mrs. 
Antoinette Tubman. 

President Tubman died in a Lon- 
don hospital on Friday evening after 
an operation. 

A report from Monrovia says that 
funeral arrangements are incom- 
plete and the burial site has yet 
to be decided. He will either be bu- 
ried in the capita! or in Harper 
City, Maryland County, his home 
town. 


Dignitaries from around the world 
are expected to attend the funeral 
services and pay tribute to the man 
who was Liberia's chief of state for 
27 years and would have begun his 
seventh term in office next January. 

Independence day celebrations 
scheduled for today have been can- 
celled and an official state of mour- 
ning has been decreed. 

Tubman, an affable, cigar-chewing 
chief? executive, who considered him- 
self a man of the people, was gen- 
uinely loved by many Liberians, 
and Monrovia ali but closed down 
following the announcement of his 
death. ᾿ 

Church bells pealed throughout the 
city as cinemas and restaurants 
closed and shops shoved customers 
out of doors. 

People wept openly In the streets. 

The question of replacing Tubman 
has not been settled although Wii- 
Nam R. Tolbert, the Vice-President, 
was sworn in as Liberia’s 19th Pre- 
sident shortly after Tubman's death 
‘was announced in London. 1 

A. Tubman-Tolbert ticket was re- 
elected to power in May of this year 
and the question now heing asked 


on the loss of your son 


is whether Tolbert will stay on as 
President and serve the four-year 
term as President or call a general 
election. ἢ 

The decision is not entirely Tol- 
bert’s to make and a power struggie 
of sorts is expected inside the True 
Whig Party, Liberia’s only political 
organization. 

Observers say that no one, inclu- 
ding Tolbert, will be able to garndr 
the sort of popular mandate held by 
Tubman, whose death has left a 
political vacuum. 

Tubman kept a tight rein on po- 
litical activity in Liberia, and there 
are fears in some quarters that with 
his death there could be some mani- 
festation of discontent and even 
violence. But these same observers 
note that Liberia’s 5,000-man army 
has been put on alert and is quite 
capable of keeping the pace.

Expert sees chance of

NEW YORE (AP). — “Life” ma- 
gazine sald yesterday that the dip- 
lomatic bombshell of President Nix- 
on'’s planned trip to China “may 
have already provoked covert con- 
versations between Taiwan and Chi- 
na”

But the final decisions 
will be Mao’s. 

“Whatever the Chinese may think 
of Nixon’s motives, he has earned 
their appreciation by the courtesy of 
coming to see them, thereby accord- 
ing prestige to Mao Tse-tung and 
amour-propre to the whole people. 
Vassal kings of the past brought 
tributes to Peking, but never before 
the head of the world’s most power- 
ful nation. ὃ

TRIPOLI, Libya (Reuter). — The 
official Radio has criticized 
Britain for what it called over-reac- 
tion to the incident in Libya ‘in’ 
volving two leaders of last week's 
abortive coup in Sudan.

WILSON BLAMES AMERICAN 


LONDON (AP). — On the evening 
of Friday, February 10, 1967, “hard- 
line hawks” in Washington torpedoed 
what looked like a serious chance 
to move the Vietnam war to the 
conference table, the former British 
Prime Minister, Harold Wilson, says 
in memoirs being published here 
today. 

“It was simply and tragically, a 
victory for the hawks,” Mr, Wilson 
said. He did not identify “the 
hawks” by name, but earlier in his 
book he called Walt Whitman Ros- 
tow “the chief hawk” of President 
Johnson’s Adrninistration. Rostow 
was chairman of the State Depart- 
ment’s Policy Planning Commission 
at the time 

The memoirs are entitled “The 
Labour Government 1964-1970.” Ἐπ- 
cerpts have elready been serialized 
by “The Times.” 

The key event in foreign af- 
fairs for Wilson during hia six years 
in power was obviously the visit to 
Britain — from February 6 to 13, 
3967 — by Soviet Premier Alexei 
Kosygin and their laborious bar- 
gaining to produce a formula, for 
Vietnam peace talks acceptable both 
to the Americans and the Russians. 

Wilson does not make clear whe- 
ther the formula was ever accept- 
able to the North Vietnamese, but

Kasygin's visit colncided with the 
truce on the Vietnamese new year

At the outset of the London talks, 
Mr. Wilson said, Mr. Kosygin made 
it clear that “for the first time he 
was prepared to talk business” on 
Vietnam. ι 

Wilson added: “The American 
reaction was ene of surprise aud 
satisfaction. For the first time the 
Soviet leaders were active in trying 
to get the parties together, without 
any posture of detachment or of 
waiting to be approached.” 

The Prime Minister seld he took 
the precaution of asking President 
‘Johnson to send to London a trusted 
aide who could brief him, just be- 
fore Kosygin's arrival, on the letest 
thinking on Vietnam in Washington. 
Johnson sent Chester Cooper, des- 
erlbed by ‘Wilson as “the right-hand 
man of Averell Harriman,” then the 
President's ambassador-at-large. 

‘Wilson kept Cooper and U.S. Am- 
bassedor David Bruce advised 


throughout the talks, 

‘When he had reached agreement 
with Kosygin on the formula the 
Soviet Premier wag to pasa on to 
Hanoi, Wilson quotes Bruce as gay- 
ing: “Prime Minister, I think you've 
made it. This is going to be the 
biggest diplomatic coup of this cen- 
The formula was known as 
“Phase A-B,” and Wilson described 
it this way: ‘The two-phase agree- 
™ment, agreed secretly in advance, 
would be first, over action by the 
US. in stopping the bombing; 
second, further action in de-escala- 
tion by the U.S. responded to by 
the Democratic Republic of Vietnam 
and the National Liberation Front 
by similar acts of de-escalation.” 

Then Wilson said: “I wanted to 


make absolutely certain that the 


text was approved by the Amer- 
icans." Cooper and Bruce, he sald, 
drafted a letter containing the agreed 
formula to give to Kosygin for 
Hanoi," I was assured that there had 
been the fullest consultation with 
the State Department at top level.” 

‘Tha letter was given to ν 
but the telephone subsequently rang. 
“It was the White House — Walt 
Rostow... The gist of his message 
was that on the President's In- 
structiong our text had been re- 


drafted.” - 

The new draft inserted a clause 
that U.S. bombing would only cease 
after the North Vietnamese were 
seen to have ceased Infiltration into 
South Vietnam and begun their de- 
escalation.

LESSONS OF 
TEACHER STRIKE 
To the Editor of The Jerusaiem Post 


‘Sir, — As a former New York 
teacher who fought to protect her 
students from the likes, of Albert 
Shanker, and as an American who 
bas fled the New York public school 
system with the hope of one day 
teaching in Israel, I resent your 
over-simplification of the 1967 tea- 
chers’ strike in New York (July 15). 
That strike had no more to do with 
the protection of Jewish teachers 
than it did with the protection of 
students’ rights. In fact, both were 
sadiy neglected. 

Mr. Shanker led a politically ra- 
cist strike aimed at limiting the 
number of qualified black princi- 
pais and teachers in the city. When 
this illegal and immoral strike fail- 
ed to gain public support, he used 
anti-Semitism and the fear of anti- 
Semitiym as ‘a means to attract fol- 
lowers. The pity is that he success- 
fully used this fear and manipulated 
the city’s Jews into prolonging a 
strika that kept over one million 
students out of school for some 45 
days. The greater pity is that the 
strike did more to. promote anti- 
Jewish feelings among the ‘city's a 
blacks than almost any other event 
in the city's ‘history. 

I sincerely hope that the Israeli 
Teachers’ Union will recognize Mr. 
Shanker's mistakes and learn from 
them.

The 
Tate-La Blanca trial was over and 
now the S-feet 4-inch cult leader 
faced two more charges of grisly 
murder. A painful and arduous ex- 
ercise in American justice ground

penifent. Yesterday, he was anpry 
and apocalypic, rembling on about 
the end of the world. Tomorrow, 
perhaps, he will whine a Uttle, and 
act out the role of the ultimate go- 
cial victim: “Do what you like 
with me. I've always been yours, 
anyway.” 

AS 8 rig eer, een is ace 
complishe 4 year, people 
are familiar with his bag of tricks 
and these days hetends to be calm- 
ed and less bizarre in his outbursts.

Changing plea 

“Your honour, I would like to 
change my plea to guilty. Can I 
do that?”

Beausoleil 
was artested 400 miles from the 
Malibu house where the musician 
died; he was driving Winman's 
car, and the murder knife was still 
on the back seat.

As for Donald Shea, he had re- 
portedly clashed with Manson se- 
veral times, Witness Paul ‘Watkins, 
20, has already testified that Man- 
son once told him about the killing 
of- “Shorty” at the Barker.

Fad dieter 
starves to death 


ST. PETERSBURG, Florida (AP)

with no other stimulant than the 
fanatical fervour and blind devo- 
tion of Manson’s followers. The 
phenomenon, after all, is not new. 
Manson is a Messianic babbler who 
uses words like “god,” Armaged- 
don” and “revolution” in every 
other sentence, He has attracted a 
following no less hysterically de- 
voted than that of any other quasi- 
religious sect. The Thugs of India 

rrotted thelr victims at the be- 
hest of the goddess Kall. The nuns 
of London were possessed by their 
own fantasies about the luckless 
priest Grandier, untii they drove 
themselves Into self-destructive 
convulsions. Manson's band of 20 
or 30 young people, living in con- 
ditions of semi-savegery in the Ca- 
fornia desert, are in this genre. 

Aldous Huxley, in “The Devils of 
Loudon,” polnts to the ease with 
which certain men contro] others, 
given appropriate psychological 
circumstances. “Assemble ἃ mob 
of men and women previously con- 
ditioned (by dyugs, propaganda, 
alienation, etc.); treat them to am- 
plified music, bright lights, and the 
oratory of a demagogue who (as 
demagogues always are) is simul- 
taneously the exploiter and the vic- 
tim of herd intoxication, and in 
mext to no time you can reduce 
them to a state of almost mindless 
subhumanity.” Hitler, through such 
an assault on the emotions, per- 
suaded many intelligent people to 
regard him as little short of a god. 
People who have seen an evangelist 
convert a hard-headed sophisticate, 
or a Communist interrogator ex- 
tract a magnificently false confes- 
sion, no longer consider such phe- 
nomena to be mysterious. 

With this trial, Manson's days 
as a cult leader are presumably 
ended. But the irony is that the 
worst the state of California can 
now do is keep him in the place 
where, as he himself says, “I feel 
at home” — prison. He has spent 
22 of his 86 years there.

Schneller land 
may be sold for 
private building

Negotiations for the sale of part 
of the Iand on which the army's 
Schneller Barracks now stand in 
Jerusalem are currently being held 
between the Israe] Lands Adminis- 
tration and Mr. 1. Faloch, a Ger- 
man Jewish investor, The army Is 
prepared to vacate the barracks, 
which occupy an area of 60 dunams 
in ‘the Geula quarter, and “Mr. 
Faloch is interested in purchasing 
some 20 dunams of the site. 


‘The German investor has already 
purchased an 11-dumam site adjoin- 
ing the barracks, and he js plan- 
ning to build a large project on the 
choice site which will comprise a 
hotel, an old people's home and 
some private apartments. 

Tt is understood that the Jerusa- 
lem Contractors and Builders Asso- 
ciation is also negotiating for part 
of the Schneller land, 
,where they hope to build apartment 
dlocks.

Allon: Treat terrorists well, 
but not ‘as free men’

Jerusalem For eporer, 

Deputy Prime r Yigal Al 
Jon said last night that the terrorists 
who have surrendered to Israel in 
recent days should be kept under 
good conditions but not treated ‘as 
free men yet.” 

Mr, Allon was speaking to a re- 
porter following a speech in which 
the Deputy Premier said that the 
surrendering terrorists should be re- 
garded as persons seeking refuge 
(onai mikliat) and should not he 
returned to Jordan. “We don't have 
to send them to resorts. We should 
continue Investigating them,” he 
said.

NETANYA, — Firemen, police and 
factory workers here yesterday 
spent five hours trying to save the 
lives of two men who were trapped 
in a drain which collapsed yester- 
day morning. The two men, Baruch 
Lev, 56, and Mendal Tumpaisky, 55, 
were ‘finally extracted at three in 
the afternoon.

1970 WAGES ROSE 
MORE THAN OUTPUT 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

TEL AVIV. — The increase of 
wages in the latter part of 1970, as 
compared to the output increase, 
was such that “it might create 
pressure on prices,” according to ἃ 
report published yesterday by the 
Institute for the Survey of Output 
and Income. 

The Instftute is run jointly by 
the Government, the Histadrut and 
the Manufacturers Association. 

The figures for 1970 show that 
output per hour increased by 14.5 
per cent, while co: wages 
increased by '17.4 per cent. 

When the Tnstitute first pub- 
Nshed its estimates for 1970, at 
the ‘of this year, the 
available statistics were for the 
first eight months of the year — 
quest before the new taxes levied in 
August made an impact on the 
price-and-wage combinations, The 
estimates then indicated an increase 
of 25.1 per cent in output, while 


wages were expected to increase by 
14.3 per cent, 

During the period 1068-69, the 
average yearly increase in output 
was 81 per cent, while the in- 
crease In wages was 4.3 per cent. 

Tm 11064-1068, however, the out- 
put increased by 12.6 per cert per 


-annum, while wages jumped by 15.2 


per cent pet year, 

Prices were stable between 1967 
and 1969 because wages did not 
outpace production, the report 


During 1968-1970, the report con- 
tinues, the average wage per unit 
of production dropped by 2.6 per 
cent, In the building trade the drop 
waa 10.7 per cent, while the figures 
for industrial output and finance 
were 8.3 and 2:5 per cert respec- 
tively.

The defi- 
eit, without ships and planes, total- 
led $298m. for January-June this 
year, compared to $326m. in the 
same period last year, the Central 
Bureau of Statistics reported over 
the week-end. 

However, if ships and aircraft are 
included in the balance, then the 
picture is altered radically: the de- 
ficit ts seen to have grown by 14 
per cent compared to the first half 
of 1970, to reach $412m. 

Imports grew by 10 per cent to
